7. BOKASSA DEPARTED EOR BANGUI AIRPORT UNDER HEAVY 
SECURITY AT 0830 MORNING OE EEBRUARY 5, TO RECEIVE PRESIDENT 
MOBUTU WHO ARRIVE AT 0900 AND IS CURRENTLY WITH ZOKASSA 

AT THE PRESIDENTIAL PALACE. THERE WAS NO PRIOR ANNOUNCEMENT 
OF THE VISIT AND IT IS NOT AT PRESENT KNOWN HOW LONG MOBUTU 
WILL REMAIN.
